INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT CONGRESS, Ero. 
Last day's Proceedings. 

The Congress concluded its labors on September 30th, last. Mr. Robert 
Bell, delegate from England, remarked that the English law conceded copy 
right for only 42 years from the time of publication, and that the more 
eral resolutions of the Congress would be received in England with cordial 
eympathy. Mr. Hymans wanted the Congress to pass a vote of censure upon 
the ie ulent imitation of French books current among the booksellers of 
Leipsic, and referred particularly to George Sand’s Homme de Niege, and to 
Octave Feuillet’s Roman d'un jeune homme pauvre, and to many other books 
which have been recently issued in Leipsic, before having been published in 
Paris, The Congress, however, refused to entertain the motion as not being 
within its province, although the case of piracy against the Leipsickers was 
strongly made out. ' 
The following summary of the results of the Con we find in the 
Tribune. They are all the material resolutions adop 
I 


1. That there should] be among all civilized nations international recognition 
of the right of property in works of art and literature in favor of their authors. 
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2 That this principle should be admitted even where the admission is not 
reciprocated. 
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%. That foreign and native authors should be placed upon the same footing, 
precisely and absolutely. 

4. That foreign ~~ should be obliged to conform to no special rules 10 en- 
tit'e them to their right of property, and that their compliance with the formal- 
ities required in the country ms the work is first published should be sufficient 
to secure to them the right of property everywhere. 

5 That it is desirable that all countries should rest their legislation for the 
security of art and literary property upon uniform bases. 

Il. 
_ 1+ That authors ought to enjoy during life the exclusive privilege of publish- 
ing reproducing and selling their works, and of alienating their property in them 
in whole or in part. 

A surviving joint author shall have the same rights during his whole life, and 
the | -cirs or assigns of the author shall preserve these rights for fifty years after 
the «eath of the author or surviving joint author. 

2 No distinction shall be made between literary works, musical compositions 
and the fine arts. 

8. No distinction shall be made during the duration of the right, between any 
of iis holders, whether surviving joint authors, children, other heirs, legatees or 
assigns. 

4. As to posthumous works, if the rights of the surviving joint author, heirs, 
paneet, legutces or assigns are not extinguished, the posthumous work shall 

long to them for the period specified by the law. 

If these rights are extinguished, the proprietor of a posthumous work shall 
have an exclusive right to it for thirty years. 

5. The first editor ofan anonymous work shall have a right to it for thirty 
years from its publication. If, after publication, the author makes himsclf known 
before the expiration of the legal term, he shall enter into all the rights which 
woul! have belonged to him had the work originally appeared under his name. 

6 The exclusive right of the author is guaranteed to the publication of lec- 
tures, sermons and other discourses, delivered in ‘public, which cannot he pub- 
— separately or in a body without the consent of the author or his represent- 
ative. 

Pleas and discourses pronounced in political assemblies shall not require this 
consent, 

7. The right of property includes the right of translation, subject to the fol- 
lowing restriction : it is complete for ten years if the author exercises it within 
three years of the original publication ; if he does not, any one can translate the 
work, except in the country where it is originally published; after ten years, 
even ifthe author has availed himself of his right, any person may translate his 
— a sell it anywhere except in the country, in which it is originally pub- 

ished, 

8. It may be useful to oblige authors to comply with some formalities as 
measures of order, and their accomplishment ought to be assured by some sanc- 
tion; but the right not to depend upon compliance with these rules. 


III. 

1. The right of representing dramatic or musical works is independent of the 
right of reproduction. 

2. No distinction shall be made as to the duration of these two rights. 

8. The right of property in musical works prevents the publi¢ representation 
of every portion of the work without the consent of the author, whatever may be 
the importance of the work or the mode of representation. 

It is understood that this shall not apply to musical assemblages, private or 
public, where there is no motive of speculation. 

4. The right of property in musical composition includes the right of making 
arrangements of original airs. 

IV. 

1. The author of a design, painting, piece of sculpture, architecture, or any 
other artistic work, shall have the sole right of reproducing it, or authorizing its 
reproduction, by the same or a different art and on the same or a different scale. 

2. The reproducer shall be liable to the penalties for counterfeiting when he 
nsurps the name of the author, and those for forgery when he imitates the sig- 


nature. 
3. I'he right of property in the creations of the arts of design comprises the 


applications which may be made of them by industry. 

4. Particular formalities should not be made essential to secure the right to 
works of urt; as in the cuse of works of literature, however, they may be desir- 
able us ineasures of order, facilitating the regular exercise of the right. 

Vv. 
The Congress demands : 
1. ‘The abolition of duties on works of art, or at least their reduction and sim- 


plification. 
2. The right of returning free books sent to a foreign country on commission 


and not sold, 
8. The reduction of postal taxes to the lowest possible limits, and the increase 


of facilities for the transportation and circulation of prints, engravings and other 


articles which can be transmitted by post. ; 
4. That proofs with corrections shull be charged only as printed matter. 
5. Ti.e suppression of all the formalities which fetter commerce in books.

Childs and Peterson, of this city, are so advanced with the Critical Die. 
tionary of English Literature and British and American authors, living and 
dead, from the earliest accounts to the middle of the nineteenth century, that 
they will certainly be able to publish it before the end of 1858. It wall con- 
sist of two volumes, each of 1,000 pages, super-royal Sve. The first volume 
will contain from A to J, inclusive. This is a bibliographical, as well as a 
biographical dictionary, and therein resembles no book yet published. It 
will contain from 30,000 to 40,000 biographies of authors, with almost innu- 
merable notices of their works. Mr. S. Austin Allibone, who has devoted 
years to the execution of this work, and whose life has been passed in pre- 
paring for it, has peculiar qualifications—as a fine critic, a clear writer, a 
well-read scholar, and a hard-working man of letters. It is the opinion of 
Mr. Trubner, the eminent and learned bibliopole, (and editor of “ Ludewig’s 
Literature of American Aboritinal Languages,”) that, with one exception in 
Germany, there is not so complete a collection of bibliographical works in 
the world as Mr. Allibone’s. It is far more complete and extended than that 
of the British Museum. The publishers will have invested over $40,000, in 
one way or another, upon Mr. Allibone’s great book, by the time the first 
volume meets the public eye. The European sale will probably be as large 
as the American. It is a work which will be necessary to all who read, and 
indispensable to those who write.—Philadelphia Press. 


Sate or Curtous Corxs.—The private collection of United States cents 
belonging to Mr. Edw. W. Cogan, coin dealer, of No. 48 North Tenth street, 
was disposed of a few evenings since among his private friends and coin col- 
lectors generally. The following are the prices of the finer and scarcer de- 
scriptions: A fine Washington cent of 1791, large eagle, $10; extremely rare 
die of the Washington cent of 1792, $28 60; extremely fine, 1793, river or 
link cent, $12 60; 1798, wreath, very fine, $5 13; 1793, liberty cap, very 
fine, $7 35; 1794, rewarkably fine,84 05; 1795, thick die, very fine, $2 50; 
1795, thin die, fine, $1 56; 1796, liberty cap, very fine, $4; 1796, fillet head, 
very fine, $4; 1797, very fine, $1 50; 1798, quite perfect, $2 50; 1799, 
very fine date, but not quite perfect, $7; 1802, very fine, $4 65; 1803, fine, 
$1 25; 1804, very fine, $5 50; 1805, very fine, $2; 1790, extremely fine, 
$3; 1839, very perfect, termed bull head, $4. Many other cents realized 
very good prices, making a total of $128 68 for 77 cents. 

Since the cireulation of the new “ nickels,” coin collectors have been 
eagerly searching for rare coppers of the old kind, for they will soon be very 
searce. We know of one collector who boasts of every copper known to be 
struck in America, except three or four. Numismatics has become as much 
a “rage” as opera-going, chess-playing, sailing on the Delaware, rowing on 
the Schuylkill, or exercising in the gymnasium; and the votaries of this 
fancy pursue it with a zeal and ardor worthy of the immortal Oldbuck. One 
collector was indefatigable enough to pick out of nearly one hundred thou- 
sand coins a cabinet of four or five hundred, which he considered at least 
worth $500; but just after he had made the selection his premises were 
broken open, and the rare and precious coins were carried off by some ras- 
eally burglar, who valued them at about the price of old copper. —Phila.

Slavery in the United States of America: to which is prefixed, an Historical 
Sketch of Slavery,” by Thomas R. R. Cobb, of Georgia. Of his comprehen- 
sive work, the author observes: “I enter upon an untrodden field. Stroud’s 
‘Sketch of the Law of Slavery’ is and was intended only as an abolition 
pamphlet. Wheeler’s ‘ Law of Slavery’ professes to be only a compend of 
abridged decisions on prominent questions, An elementary treatise, pur- 
porting to define the Law of Slavery a3 it exists in the United States, has 
not been brought to my notice ;” and the tone in which the volume is written 
will be seen by another extract which we make from the Preface: ‘‘ My 
book has no political, no sectional purpose. I doubt not I am biassed by my 
birth and education in a slave-holding State. As far as possible, I have dil- 
gently sought for Truth, and have written nothing which I did not recognize 
as bearing her image. So believing, I neither court nor fear criticism; re- 
membering that ‘ veritas sepius agitata, magis splendescit lucem.’” The in- 
troductory “ Historical Sketch of Slavery,” has been issued by the publishers 
in a separate volume for the accommodation of those who might not want 


the legal work. 
Gaut & Vorxmar have got out a new volume for the little folks, by Mr. 


and Mrs. L. K. Lippincott (Grace Greenwood), entitled “Old Wonder-Eyes: 
and other Stories for Children.” It is enlivened by several illustrations. 
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Wuuam S. & Avrrep Martien issue “The Heights of Eidelberg,” by 
Helen Hazlett, who says in her Preface: “ In sending forth this little work 
to the public, the principal object of the authoress is to place Christianity in 
its true light—to show its present and ultimate effect upon the human race ; 
its power in soothing every sorrow, and enlightening every path, however 
dark heretofore. In taking a retrospect of society, the eye was fixed upon 
persons whose characters bore a strong resemblance to some prominently

seek that truth as it is in Jesus, she will feel amply repaid for all the time 
and trouble spent in the ae of the volume, and will bless God that 
she has been led to place it before the public.” 

James O. Wricut & Co. reprint, from the third American edition, “ The 
Book of Mormon: translated by Joseph Smith, jr.” The publishers say: 
“ The present edition of the ‘ Book of Mormon,’ is an accurate reprint of the 
Third American Edition, originally published at Nauvoo, eighteen years ago, 
under the official sanction of the leaders of the Mormon Church. The in- 
terest which attaches to this curious work, not only as a literary production, 
but as the recognized standard of the religious faith of a People whose history 
is attracting great attention, has appeared to the publishers a sufficient 
reason for re-issuing it. Every thing pertaining to the faith, manners, and 
customs of the Mormons is invested with a singular air. The ‘Golden Bible’ 
is accepted as the corner stone of their belief, and forms a remarkable feature 
in their historical record.
